.end eel that the man wbo inherits a 
arga estate owea a goodly! Eum -- -- 
ciely as represented by tbe state.i Aa a 
rule hennas bad little or nothing to do 
with the i accumulation of the estate, 
whereas society, on the contrary, has 
had a greatldeal to do with it. Only by 
its laws has accumulation been possible 
and onlyithrough its piotection has the 
thing accumulated been kept. Where, 
as happens ".in many instances, vast 
fortunes)have been created in a single 
lifetime, it ia evident that the obligation 
to society is greatlyjincreased. 


Of course! the iholder of thejfortnne 


does notjordinarily recognize this fact. 
3u thejcontrary, as is well known, he 
iu many instances so totally disregards 
it that he resorts Lo any sort of a shift or 
evaaion to avoid discharging aa much as 
possible of the debt he owea to society, 
and aa a consequence, the holder of 
realty paya twenty times aa great a tax 
proportionately aa does tho holder of 
persona! property. 
It Is, BO far aa is 


pna-ible, to equalize thesn palpable ine- 
qualities that the inheritance tax haa 
been devised, and it is to tfompel the 
person who receives most from'.society 
io return most to it that the graduated 
jyetem of taxation has been suggested. 


As has been said, itia uotatall proba 


ble that tbe[Kew York bill will becomi 
law. At tbe first suggestion of ench a 
thing there was a muttering among the 
millionaires and threats of leaving tho 
state abounded. Tho contemplation of 
a atate without a millionaire (although 
our fathers knew many such) appears to 
have heen unbearable, and presumably 
the bill will not pnsa the chrysalis stage. 
A thiiig of the sort was hardly to have 
been expected, but it does no harm to 
submit that it would have been a vary 
juet thing nevertheless.

WEATHER AND CROPS. 


Warm Wave Beneficial to Fruits 


and Berries. 


SACRAMENTO, April 19.—The following 


week.y crop report ifi issued by tbe State 
Agricultural Society in co-op&ration with 
tho United States Weather Bureau cli- 
mate and crop service, California sec- 
tion, J. A. Barwick, director: 


The average temperature for the week 


ending Monday, Auril 19th, was aa fol- 
lows: 


Fresno 72 degrees; Loa Angeles 62; 


Red Bluff 70; Sacramento 6S; San Fran- 
ctsco 58, and San Diego 60. 


As compared with the normal temper- 


atnrea there waa an excess of heat over 
the entire elate ranging from 1 to 10 de- 
Rrees. 


Thoro waB a deficiency of rainfall over 


the state ranging from .21 of an inch 
to .53. 


The abnormally warm weather haa 


generally boon beneficial to fruits aud 
small berries but was detrimental to 
grain. 
The warm wave waa accom- 


panied by drying northerly winds.whicb 
have crusted the Eronnd, making plow- 
ing for summer fallow rather difficult. 
Kain and colder weather is needed in 
the San Joaqu'n valley for wheat, bar- 
ley and rye crops. 


Vine hoppere are bothering the grapo 


vines in various vineyards in tba ntate. 


The weather, temperature and sun- 


shine have been mor« favorable than 
otherwise for crops. There ia no doubt 
but what a good warm rain of an inch or 
more would greatly benefit all crops at 
the present time, if it were not followed 
by cold weather.

"Next he turned up ao an inmate of 


the Keeley liquor cure institution at 
Dwight, 111., and leaving there as cured, 
went to Detroit where he jumped his 
hotel bill and eoup,ht refuge iu Canada. 


"Here again be was confronted with 


the evidence of bio past misdeeds and 
compelled once more to return to the 
United SUihib, which he entered at Buf- 
falo. Hera his talents tool: t. sew direc- 
tion. He began by holding public meet* 
ings and soliciting funds with which to 
construct a steam vessel for use in mis- 
sion work among the South Sea islands. 
Ho distributed slips of paper on which 
waa a picture of the vessel he intended 
to build aud promised to cover tbe ship 
ineide and oat with eheets of cooper, on 
every one of which would be engraved 
tbe name of a contributor.

'CoxsTAXTisoj'LK, April 17.— The coun- 


cil pi ministers, alter A session at tl^e 
palace today, declared that war had 
broken out on the frontier, owing to the 
incureion by the Greeks on Turkish 
territory and KiUiem Pasha, the Turki&h 
military coiumanJer, was r.athorized to 
asanme the offensive. 


Tha announcement at an actual esiet- 


• ence of a state of war on the frontier was 
at firat misunderstood, reports that the 
council of ministers had declared war 
upon Greece b 
widely circulated. It 


was alao reported that tho council of 
minialera had decided to recall Asaim 
Bey, tho Turkish minister at Athens, 
and give passports to Prince Maurocor- 
dato, tbe Greek uiinistor at Constantin- 
ople. Th«EQ reports of a severance of 
all diplomatic relations between Turkey 
and Greece have beeu denied. 


The situation ia euminod up in a de- 


tailed circular sent this evening to the 
Turkish repreeentatives abroad. This 
circular recalls the week's invasion of 
TurbiPh territory and elates that tho 
last ipcuraion waa participated in by tbe 
Greek troone, thereby establishing war. 
Tho i-ircuiar ospreeaee the hope that the 
powers, in a epirit of justice, will a^reb 
that tho entire responsibility for the war ! 
falls on Greece. Turkey has no idea of | 
conquest, the circular adds, and as a 
fresh proof of pai:tlic sentiments, tho 
subliue porte offers to retire the Turkish 
troopa on the frontier if Greece will re- 
tire her forcea from tho frontier and 
Crete. 


ATHENS, April 17 — Midnight. — In 


apite of the fact that official reports in- 
dicate that firing on the frontier ceaaed 
at midday, a telegram from Larisaa at 7 
o'clock in tho evening aaya that firing 
continnad pus I 4 o'clock thia (Saturday) 
afternoon. 


The line of fire extended from Mount 


.Analipsia to Ktephtika Gentilia, a dis- 
tance equal to ninety minutes' march, 
which the Greeks promptly occupied. 
The Greeks cannonaded tho Turks from 
the Greek position at Taamteja in the 
•Tear. 
The cannonading caused much 


excitement at other points. Since noon 
strong hotl'eg of the Turks have concen- 
trated in tbe direction of Mount Ana- 
lipsis. At 5 o'clock the fire slackened. 
It is expected that tho Turks will at- 
• tempt a night attack upon Analipaia, 
which wae the center point of battle. 


Greek reinforcements have arrived 


and there is a general movement of 
troops toward the frontier. 


Reinforcements 
are being hurried 


toward the frontier from all directions. 


ATHENS, April IS.—1 a.m.—An official 


dispatch from Larissa, dated at 9 o'clock 
laet (Saturday) night, eaya that the 
Turka, undercover of darkness, are as- 
saulting the Greek forces at Mount 
Analipsia with great fierceness. Tho 
•Greek resistance so far has been mag- 
nificent and spirited. The Greakg atiil 
maintain their poeitions. The firing be- 
gan at Critzovali, with an attemct of the 
Turks to occupy a strategic position in 
the neutral zone. The Turks continue 
to abandon tbeir advance posts, a gen- 
eral movement apparently taking place.

Losno.v, April 17.—The Grrcco-Turk- 


iah situation is understood here to he 
Substantially aa follows: War haa not 
been officially declared botween Turkey 
and Greece, but it haa been declared of- 
ficially to have "broken out." The 
Turkish cabinet haa decided to sever 
-diplomatic relations with Greece and 
has ordered Edhem Pasha, tbe com- 
mander of the Turkish forces to take 
the offensive. It is said iu London thai 
war between Turkey and Greece has 
actually begun, the Turkish declarations 
that war haa "broken outj" being merely 
tor the purpose of diplomatically putting

SPREADING OVER 
LOW 
LANDS 


OF LOUISIANA. 


The Crevasse at Biggs Nearly a 


Mile Wide—Loss to Property 


Will Be Euormous. 


YICKSBURG, Miss., April 17. — An 


official report at midnight eaya the 
crevasse at BriegB, four miles below 
Delta, La., ia nearly a mile wide and 
that the roaring torrent is spreading 
over the low lands of Madison pariah 
with startling rapidity. This is un- 
questionably the most destructive break 
that has occurred and the loss to prop- 
erty aud live stock will be enormous. A 
large part of Madison, Tensas and Oon- 
cordia parishes will be inuudated, and 
the fine farms of Franklin and Gata- 
poula parishes are in imminent danger. 
The fertile lauds of these parishes have 
been prepared for this year's crop and 
in many instances cultivation ia well 
under way. 


All day long refugees have been fleeing 


to thia city with their Block and other 
property. Tho watorwas seventeen feet 
deep against the levee when it broke, 
and the men who were on the epot gay 
that it poured through in vast circular 
masses or whirlpools, twenty feet high. 


The number of refugees in tho city 


has been largely increased and they are 
coming 
on every 
boat. The water 


flooded tho. Vickaburg, Shreveport and 
Pacific railroad in a few hrursand trains 
weat of thia ulace are abandoned in con- 
sequence. The town of Delta is ever- 
flowod deeply and plantora say tbat the 
water will back up to Milliken'a Bond, 
sixteen miles north. Three white per- 
sons, two men and a woman, passed 
twelve hours in tho midat of tho furious 
waters ot the crevasse, perched in a 
tree.

before by a man giving his name an G. 
M. Morgan, and was billud to G. M. 
Morgan, No. 166 Jtfforson street, Chi- 


1RO. 
The freight was prepaid and the ship- 


per took a train ostensibly for tbia city 
the same day. It waa shipped as house- 
hold goods and weighed 540 pounds. It 
arrived in Chicago February 16th and 
remained in the Chicago and North- 
weatern freight depot until July 2S, 
1833. It was unclaimed, and notices 
sent to the address on the box elicited 
no reply. On tbat date it was delivered 
to tbo warehouse belonging to the auc- 
tionoera where it remained for nearly 
three years. On February Oth it waa 
decided to sell the box. at auction to get 
back tbo freight and storage chargea. 
A notice was then sent to tho consignee 
at Salt Lake, tbat he would he given 
until February 2Sth to pay the charges 
and rodeom It. No reply being received 
the bnx was sold and the discovery of 
the body followed. 


Two clewa were followed by the po- 


lice. One theory waa that the body was 
tbat of Oliver Pike, and that he had 
been murdered, in Seattle, Wash. Hia 
relatives identified tbe body and had it 
taken to Fayette for burial. Ha disap- 
peared froio Seattle July 3, 1892, and 
waa never heard from until a few days 
ago, when he wrote to hia relatives. It 
was thought that Pike had been mur- 
dered from damaging evidence he pos- 
sessed concerning tbe operations of an 
inaano asylum at Steilacoom.Wash. An 
Investigation waa made but no definite 
proof waa ever established that Pike 
had been done away with bv tbe sup- 
posed persona at the Steilacoom* asylui 
and the matter waa dropped.

a the same, except aa provided by law; 


jut nothing iu this action prohibits 
itm from making special deposits fur 
safe-keeping of tho public moneys, but 
ie fihoulrl he liable therefor on his o3i- 
cial bond." 


In January, 1S95, Treasurer Whiteoo 


appeared before tdo supervisors and 
asked them for authority- to deposit the 
county funds in the several banks of 
this city, as he dla not consider the 
vault in tho court houao a safe recepta- 
cle. Ho was given the permission asked 


and since then the county funds 


liavo been divided among the eeveral 
banks of thig city for safe keeping. Dor- 
ing the reconstruction of tlmconrthonae 
last winter the treasurer's office was 
connected with the sheriff's office by 
means of an electric burglar alarm. Re 
nently the matter of tho depositing ol 
the public funds in banks came up for 
discussion before tbe supervisors aud 
the district attorney's office waa naked 
for an opinion. Deputy Jones pointed 
out the section above quoted and tbe 
supervisors in order to escape all re- 
sponsibility rescinded their action ol 
over two yeara ago. 


It was reported yesterday. that il 


Treasurer Whitaon withdrew tho county 
deposits from the banka these institu- 
tions would retire from his bond. This 
would be embarrassing, aa the county 
treasurer ia required to give a Tcrj 
heavy bond, and it wnnid tnltR n good 
deal of work and trouble to get bomls- 
men to take the bankers' places. Thia 
report, however, could not be substan- 
tiated. Mr. Whitaon waa asked yester- 
day afternoon by a REI'UUHCA.V reporter 
what action be would tako in tbo matter, 
hut he waa not prepared to make any 
a late ment. lie admitted that the law 
waa plain on tbe question, but thought it 
bad policy to keep EO large an amount 
of money in one place. At present 
there is but $35,000 of the county money 
distributed amone tho banka, but very 
often the amount ia much larger. Mr. 
Whiteon had not heard that the bank- 
era would retire from his bond if bo 
withdrew tbe county deposits and ho 
Hid not think they wonld do ao. How- 
ever, it wae hia intention to seek legal 
advice on the subject and he would do 
nothing hastily. Ho did not consider 
the action of the board in the nature of 
an order to take the public moneys 
from tbe banks, 


A banker expressed himself aa follows 


laut evening regarding the action of the 
supervisors: 


"So far aa our bank ia concerned, itia 


ready at any time to return its share of 
the county funds. None of tbe banka, I 
presume, would care to take any county 
money on special dopoait. They wnuld 
not want to be bothered with money 
which they could not use. So far aa the

reach all the hoppers and this would bo 
very expensive. It wan clear that the 
Professor put very little reliance iu 
them. Hie experiments today will be 
conducted on.a different line. He will 
pee what can be accomplished with the 
"hopper-doser," a contrivance that is 
used in some of the western states to get 
rid of yraee-boppere. The contrivance 
will, of course, have to no changed to 
meet the different conditions her?.
